Ake of the rot of Butter- butre, atherwiſe called 
peſtilent - wort, one ounce, of the rot of great 
Valerian a quarter of an ounce, of Sorrell an hands 
kull, boile all theſe in a quart of water to a pint,then 
ſtraine it, and put thereto two ſpentuls of vineger, 
two ounces of god Sugar: boile all theſe together 
vntill they be well min gled, let the infected dzinke of 
this ſo hot as he may ſuffer it, a god dzaught,and if 
he chance to calf it vp againe, let bim take the ſame 
quantitie ffraight way vpon it, and pzouoke himſelf 
to ſweat, and he ſhall finde great helpe. 


Time of continuance apart from cominon aſſemblies, 


Uch as haue biene infected, ſhould kipe their 
uſe,without being conuerſant with the whole, 
vntill the ſozos ſhall haue left running and be per⸗ 
fectly whole and ſound, which in ſanguine and cho- 
lericke perſons will be healed ſwner, than in melan· 
cholicke,and flegmatike complexions.
